A Bill to provide jar the constitution of an Authority for the development, 
maintenance and management of national highways and for matters 
connected therewith or incidental thereto. 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Thirty-ninth Year of the Republic 
of India as follows:—! 


CHAPTER I 
Preliminary 


1. (1) This Act may be called the National Highways Authority of 
India Act, 1988. 

(2) It extends to the whole of India. 

(3) It shall come into force on such date as the Central Government 
may, by notification in the Official Gazette, appoint. 
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2. In this Act, unless the context otherwise requires,— 

(a) “Authority” means the National Highways Authority of 
India constituted under section 3; 

(b) “Chairman” means the Chairman of the Authority; 

(c) “employee” means a person in the full-time service of the 
Authority; 

(d) “member" means a member of the Authority appointed 
under section 3 and includes the Chairman; 


(e) “national highway" means any highway for the time being 
declared as a national highway under section 2 of the National High¬ 
ways Act, 1956; 

( j ) “prescribed” means prescribed by rules made under this Act; 

( g ) “regulations” means regulations made by the Authority 
under this Act; 

(h) words and expressions used herein and not defined but 
defined in the National Highways Act, 1956 shall have the meanings 
assigned to them In that Act,

CHAPTER II 

The National Highways Authority of India 

3. (1) With effect from such date as the Central Government may, 
by notification In the Official Gazette, appoint in this behalf, there shall 
be constituted for the purposes of this Act an Authority to be called the 
National Highways Authority of India- 

(2) The Authority shall be a body corporate by the name aforesaid 
having perpetual succession and a common seal, with power, subject to 
the provisions of this Act, to acquire, hold and dispose of property, both 
movable and immovable, and to contract and shall by the said name sue 
and be sued. 

(3) The Authority shall consist of— 

(i) a Chairman; 

(li) not more than five full-time members; and 

(iU) not more than four part-time members, 

to be appointed by the Central Government by notification in the Official 
Gazette. 

4. The term of office and other conditions of service of the members 
shall be such as may be prescribed, 
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5. A person shall be disqualified for being appointed as a member 
if he — 

(a) has been convicted and sentenced to imprisonment for . an 
offence which, in the opinion of the Central Government, involves 
moral turpitude; or 

(b) is an undischarged insolvent; or 

(c) is of unsound mind and stands so declared by a competent 

Court; or 

(d) has been removed or dismissed from the service of the Gov¬ 
ernment or a Corporation owned or controlled by the Government; or 

(e) has, in the opinion of the Central Government, such financial 
or other interest in the Authority as is likely to affect prejudicially 
the discharge by him of his functions as a member. 

6. Subject to the other terms and conditions of service as may be pres¬ 
cribed, any person ceasing to be a member shall be eligible for reappoint¬ 
ment as such member. 


7. (I) The Authority shall meet at such times and places and shall 
observe such rules of procedure in regard to the transaction of business 
at itg meetings, including the quorum thereat, as may be provided by 
regulations^ 

(2) If for any reason the Chairman is unable to attend any meeting 
of the Authority aniy other member chosen by the members present at 
the meeting shall preside at the meeting. 

(3) All questions which come up before any meeting of the Authority 
shall be decided by a majority of votes of the members president and voting, 
and in the event of an equality of votes, the Chairman, or in his absence 
the person presiding, shall have and exercise a second or casting vote, 

8. No act or proceeding of the Authority shall be invalidated merely 
by reason of— 

(a) any vacancy in, or any defect in the constitution of, the 
Authority; or 

(b) any defect in the appointment of a person acting as a member 
of the Authority; or 

(c) any irregularity in the procedure adopted by the Authority 
hot affecting the merits of the case. 

9. (1) For the purpose of. discharging its functions, the Authority 
shall appoint such number of officers and other employees as it may 
consider necessary on such terms and conditions as may be laid down 
by the regulations. 

(2) The Authority may appoint, from time to time, any person as 
adviser or consultant as it may consider necessary, on such terms and 
conditions as may be laid down by the regulations. 
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10. In the discharge of its functions under this Act, the Authority 
shall act, so far as may be, on business principles. 


CHAPTER III 
Property and contracts 

11. The Central Government may, from time to time, by notification 
in the Official Gazette, vest in, or entrust to, the Authority, such national 
highway or any stretch thereof as may be specified in such notification. 


12. (1) On and from the date of publication of the notification under 
section 11,— 

(a) all debts, obligations and liabilities incurred, all contracts 
entered into and all matters and things engaged to be done by, with, 
or for, the Central Government, immediately before such date for 
or in connection with the purposes of any national highway or any 
Stretch thereof vested in, or entrusted to, the Authority under that 
section, shall be deemed to have been incurred, entered into and 
engaged to be done by, with, or for, the Authority; 

(b) all non.recurring expenditure incurred by or for the Central 
Government for or in connection with the purposes of any national 
highway or any stretch thereof, so vested In, or entrusted to, the 
Authority, up to such date and declared to be capital expenditure by 
the Central Government shall, subject to such terms and conditions 
as may be prescribed, he treated as capital provided by the Central 
Government to the Authority, 

(c) all sums of money due to the Central Government in re¬ 
lation to any national highway or any stretch thereof, so vested in, 
or entrusted to, the Authority immediately before such dat© shall 
be deemed to be due to the Authority; 

(d) all suits and other legal proceedings instituted or which 
could have been instituted by or against the Central Government 
immediately before such date for any matter in relation to such 
national highway or anjy stretch thereof may be continued or insti¬ 
tuted by or against the Authority.' 

(2) If any dispute arises as to which of the assets, rights or liabilities 
of the Central Government have been transferred to the Authority, 
such dispute shall be decided by the Central Government. 

13. Any land required b|y the Authority for discharging its functions 
under this Act shall be deemed to be land needed for a public purpose and 
such land may be acquired for the Authority under the provisions of 

the Land Acquisition Act, 1894 or of any other corresponding law for j lgg4 
the time being in force. 
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14. Subject to the provisions of section 15, the Authority shall be 
competent to enter into and perform any contract necessary for the dis¬ 
charge of its functions under this Act. 

15, (1) Every contract shall, on behalf of the Authority, be made by 
the Chairman or such other member or such officer of the Authority as 
may be generally or specially empowered in this behalf by the Autho¬ 
rity and such contracts or classes of contracts as may be specified in the 
regulations shall be sealed with the common seal of the Authority, i 

Provided that no contract exceeding such value or amount as the 
Central Government may prescribe in this behalf shall be made unless 
it has been previously approved by that Government: 

Provided further that no contract for the acquisition or sale of im¬ 
movable property or for the lease of any such property for a term ex¬ 
ceeding thirty years and no other contract exceeding such value or 
amount as the Central Government may prescribe in this behalf shall be 
made unless it has been previously approved by that Government- 

(2) Subject to the provisions of sub-sectipn (1), the form and man¬ 
ner in which any contract shall be made under this Act shall be such 
as may be provided by regulations. 

(3) No contract which is not in accordance with the provisions of 
this Act and the regulations shall be binding on the Authority. 

CHAPTER IV 

Functions of the Authority 

16. (1) Subject to the rules made by the Central Govermnent in this 
behalf, it shall be the function of the Authority to develop, maintain and 
manage the national highways and any other highways vested in, or en- 
tfusted to, it by the Government. 

(2) Without prejudice to the generality of the provisions contained 
in sub-section (1), the Authority may, for the discharge of its functions— 

(a) survey, develop, maintain and manage highways vested in, 

or entrusted to, it; ,

(b) construct offices or workshops and establish and maintain 

hotels,' motels, restaurants and rest-rooms at or near the highways 
vested in, or entrusted to, it; ' , 

(c) construct residential buildings and townships for its em¬ 
ployees; 

(d) regulate and control the plying of vehicles on the highways 
vested in, or entrusted to, it for the proper management thereof; 

(e) develop and provide consultancy and construction servioe3 
in India and abroad and carry on research activities in relation to the 
development, maintenance and management of highways or any 
facilities thereat; 

(f) provide such facilities and amenities for the users of the 
highways vested in, or entrusted to, it as are, in the opinion of the 
Authority, necessary for the smooth flow of traffic on such highways; 
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(g) form one or more companies under the Companies Act, 
1956 to further the efficient discharge of the functions imposed on it 
by this Act; 

( h ) engage, or entrust any of its functions to, any corporation of 
body corporate owned or controlled by the Government; 

(i) advise the Central Government on matters relating td 
highways; 

(j) assist* on such terms and conditions as may be mutually 
agreed upon, any State Government In the formulation and imple¬ 
mentation of schemes for highway development; 

( k ) collect fees on behalf of the Central Government for services 
or benefits rendered under section 7 of the National Highways Act, 
1956, as amended from time to time, and such other fees on behalf 
of the State Governments on such terms and conditions as may be 
specified by such State Governments; and 

(Z) take all such steps as may be necessary or convenient, for, or 
may be incidental to, the exercise of any power or the discharge of 
any function conferred or imposed on it by this Act. 

(3) Nothing contained in this section shall be construed as— 

(a) authorising the disregard by the Authority of any law for 
the time being in force; or 

(b) authorising any person to institute any proceeding in res¬ 
pect of a duty or liability to which the Authority or its officers or 
other employees would not otherwise be subject under this Act. 

CHAPTEE V 

Finance, accounts and audit 

17. The Central Government may, after due appropriation made by 
Parliament by law in this behalf, provide to the Authority grants and 
loans of such sums of money as that Government may consider necessary. 


16. (1) There shall be constituted a Fund to be called the National 
Highways Authority of India Fund and there shall be credited thereto— 

(a) any grant or aid received by the Authority; 

(b) any loan taken by the Authority or any borrowing's made by 
it; 

(c) any other sums received by the Authority. 

(2) The Fund shall be utilised for meeting— 

(a) expenses of the Authority in the discharge of its functions 
having regard to the purposes for which such grants, loans or 
borrowings are received and for matters connected therewith or 
incidental thereto;

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(b) salary, allowances, other remuneration and facilities pro¬ 
vided to the members, officers and other employees of the Authority; 

(c) expenses on objects and for purposes authorised by this Act. 

19. The Authority shall prepare, in such form and at such time in each 
financial year as may be prescribed, its budget for the next financial 
year,, showing the estimated receipts and expenditure of the Authority 
and forward the same to the Central Government. 

20. The Authority may invest its funds (including any reserve fund) 
in the securities of the Central Government or in such other manner 
as may be prescribed. 

21. (1) The Authority may, with the consent of the Central Govern¬ 
ment or in accordance with the terms of any general or special authority 
given to it by the Central Government, borrow money from any source 
by the issue of bonds, debentures or such other instruments as it may 
deem fit for dishcarging all or any of its functions under this Act. 

(2) Subject to such limits as the Central Government may, from 
time to time, lay down, the Authority may borrow temporarily by way 
of overwraft or otherwise, such amounts as it may require for discharging 
its functions under this Act. 

( 3 ) The Central Government may guarantee in such manner as it 
thinks fit the repayment of the principal and the payment of interest 
thereon with respect to the borrowings made by the Authority under sub. 
section (1). 

22. The Authority shall prepare, in such form and at such time in each! 
financial year as may be prescribed, its annual report, giving a full ac¬ 
count of its activities during the previous financial year, and submit a 
copy thereof to the Central Government^ 

23. The accounts of the Authority shall be maintaintd and audited in 
such manner as may, in consultation with, the Comptroller and Auditor- 
General of India, be prescribed and the Authority shall furnish, to the 
Central Government, before such date as may be prescribed, its audited 
copy of accounts together with the auditor’s report thereon. 

24. The Central Government shall cause the annual report and auri- 
tor’s report to be laid, as soon as may be after they are received, before 
each House of Parliament. 


CHAPTER VI 

Miscellaneous 

25, The Authority may, by general or special order in 'Writing, dele¬ 
gate to the Chairman or any other member or to any officer of the Au¬ 
thority, subject to such conditions and limitations, if any, as may be 
specified in the order, such of its powers and functions under this Act 
(except its powers under section 35) as it may deem necessary. 
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26. All orders, decisions and other iiutruments of the Authority shall 
be authenticated by the s'gnalurt* of the Chairman or any other mem¬ 
ber or any officer of the Authority authorised by it in this behalf. 


27. All members, officers and employees of the Authority shall, when 
acting or purporting to act in pursuance of the provisions of this Act 
or of any rule or regulation made thereunder, be deemed to be public 
servants within the meaning of section 21 of the Indian Penal Code. 


28. (I) No suit, prosecution or other legal proceeding shall lie 
against the Authority or any member or officer or employee of 
the Authority for anything which is in good faith done or intended 
to be done under this Act or the rules or regulations made thereunder. 

(2) No suit, prosecution or other legal proceeding shall lie against the 
Authority or any member or officer or employee of the Authority 
for any damage caused or likely to be caused by anything which is In 
good faith done or intended to be done under this Act or the rules or 
regulations made thereunder. 

29. The Authority may undertake to carry out on behalf of the Gov¬ 
ernment or any local authority any works or services or any class of 
works or services on such terms and conditions as may be agreed upon 
between the Authority and the Government or local authority concerned. 


30. Subject to any regulations made in this behalf any person, gene¬ 
rally or specially authorised by the Authority in this behalf, may, 
whenever it is necessary so to do for any of the purposes of this Act, at 
all reasonable times, enter upon any land or premises, and— 

(a) make any inspection., survey, measurement, valuation or 
enquiry;) 

(b) take levels; 

(c) dig or bore into sub-soil; 

(d) set out boundaries and intended lines of work; 

(e) mark such levels, boundaries and lines by placing marks and 
i cutting trenches; or 

(/) do such other acts or things as may be prescribed; 

Provided that no such person shall enter any boundary or any enclosed 
court or garden attached to a dwelling-house (except with the consent 
of the occupier thereof) without previously giving such occupier at least 
twenty-four hours’ notice in writing of his intention to do so. 

31. (1) If, at any t'me, the Central Government is of opinion that in 
the public interest it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, 
direct the Authority to entrust the development, maintenance or manage¬ 
ment of any national highway or a part thereof with effect from sueh date

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and for such period and to such person as may be specified in the order 
and the Authority shall be bound to comply with such direction. 

(2) Where development, maintenance or management of any national 
highway or part thereof is entrusted to any person specified under sub¬ 
section (1) (hereafter in this section referred to as the authorised 
person), the Authority shall cease to exercise and discharge all its powers 
and functions under this Act in relation to such national highway or part 
thereof and such powers and functions shall be exercised and discharged 
by the authorised person in accordance with the instructions, if any, 
which the Central Government may give to the authorised person from 
time to time: 

Provided that no such power or function as may be specified by the 
Central Government by a general or special order shall be exercised or 
discharged by the authorised person except with the previous sanction 
of the Central Government. 

(3) The Central Government may reduce or extend the period 
mentioned in sub-section (1) as it considers necessary. 

(4) During the operation of an order made under sub-section (1), 
it shall be competent for the Central Government to issue, from time to 
time, such directions to the Authority as are necessary to enable the 
authorised person to exercise the powers and discharge the functions of 
the Authority under this Act in relatipn to the national highway or part 
thereof, the management of which has been entrusted to him and in parti¬ 
cular, to transfer any sum of money from the Fund of the Authority to 
the authorised person for the management of the national highway or 
part thereof and every such direction shall be complied with by the 
Authority. 

(5) On the cesser of operation of any order made under sub-section 
(1) in relation to any national highway or part thereof, the authorised 
person shall cease to exercise and perform the powers and functions of 
the Authority under this Act in relation to such national highway or 
part thereof and the Authority shall continue to exercise and perform 
such powers and functions in accordance with the provisions of this Act. 

(6) On the cesser of operation of any order made under sub-section 
(1) in relation to any national highway or part thereof, the authorised 
person shall hand over to the Authority any property (including any sum 
of money or other asset) remaining with him in connection with the 
management of such national highway or part thereof. 

32. (1) If, at any time, the Central Government is of opinion— 

(a) that on account of a grave emergency the Authority is un¬ 
able to discharge the functions and duties imposed on it by or under 

the provisions of this Act; or 

(b) that the Authority has persistently made default in com¬ 
plying with any direction issued by the Central Government under 
this Act or in the discharge of the functions and duties imposed on 
it by or under the provisions of this Act; or 

(c) that circumstances exist which render it necessary in the 
public interest go to do,

the Central Government may, by notification in the Official Gazette, 
supersede the Authority for such period, not exceeding one year, as may 
be specified in the notification: 

Provided that before issuing a notification under this sub-section for 
the reasons mentioned in clause (b), the Central Government shall give 
a reasonable opportunity to the Authority to show cause why it should 
not be superseded and shall consider the explanations and objections, 
if any, of the Authority. 

(2) Upon the publication of a notification under sub-section (1) 
superseding the Authority,— 

(a) all the members shall, as from the date of supersession, 
vacate their offices as such; 

(b) all the powers, functions and duties which may, or under 
the provisions of this Act, be exercised or discharged by or on be¬ 
half of the Authority, shall, until the Authority is reconstituted 
under sub-section (3), be exercised and discharged by such person 
or persons as the Central Government may direct; 

(e) all property owned or controlled by the Authority shall, 
until the Authority is reconstituted under sub-section (3), vest in 
the Central Government. 

(3) On the expiration of the period of supersession specified in the 
notification issued under sub-section (I), the Central Government may— 

(a) extend the period of supersession for such further term, not 
exceeding one year, as it may consider necessary; or 

(b) reconstitute the Authority by fresh appointment and In 
such a case, any person who vacated office under clause (a) of sub¬ 
section (2) shall not be deemed disqualified for appointment: 

Provided that the Central Government may, at any time before the 
expiratiort of the period of supersession whether as originally specified 
under sub-section ( 1 ) or as extended under this sub-section, take action 
under clause fb) of this sub-section. 

(4) The Central Government shall cause a notification issued under 
sub-section (1) or sub-section (3) and a full report of any action taken 
under this section and the circumstances leading to such action to be laid 
before both Houses of Parliament as soon as may be. 

33. (I) Without prejudice to the other provisions of this Act, the 
Authority shall, in the discharge of its functions and duties under this 
Act, be bound by such directions on questions of policy as the Central 
Government may give to it in writing from time to time. 

(2) The decision of the Central Government whether a question 
is one of policy or not shall be final. 
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34. (1) The Central Government may, by notification in the Official 
Gazette, make rules for carrying out the provisions of this Act. 

(2) In particular, and without prejudice to the generality of the fore¬ 
going power, such rules may provide for— 

(a) the term of office and other conditions of service of the 
members; 
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(b) the powers and duties of the Chairman and of the members; 


(c) the terms and conditions subject to which the non¬ 
recurring expenditure incurred by or for the Central Government for 
or in connection with the purposes of any national highway shall be 
treated as capital provided by the Central Government to the 
Authority under clause (b) of sub-section (1) of section 12; 

(d) the value or amount required to be prescribed under sub¬ 
section (1) of section 15; 

(e) the form in which and the time within which the Authority 
shall prepare its budget under section 19 and its annual report 
under section 22; 


(/) the manner in which the Authority may invest its funds 
under section 20; 

( g ) the manner in which the accounts of the Authority shall 
be maintained and audited and the date before which the audited 
copy of the accounts together with the auditor's report thereon 
shall be furnished to the Central Government under section 23; 

(h) the conditions and restrictions with respect to the exercise 
of the power to enter under section 30 and the matters referred to in 
clause ( f) of that section; and 

(i) any other matter which is required to be, or may be, 

prescribed. 


35. (1) The Authority may, by notification ‘n the Official Gazette, 
make regulations not inconsistent with this Act and the rules made 
thereunder to carry out the provisions of this Act. 

(2) In particular, and without prejudice to the generality of the fore¬ 
going power, such regulations may provide for all or any of the follow¬ 
ing matters, namely: —

(a) the times and places of the meetings of the Authority and 
the procedure to be followed for the transaction of business at such 
meetings; 

(5) the terms and conditions of Service, method of recruitment 
and the remuneration of officers and other employees appointed by 

the Authority; 

(c) the form and manner in which a contract or class of con¬ 
tracts may be made by the Authority and the contracts or classes of 
contracts which are to be sealed with the common seal of the Autho¬ 
rity; 


(d) the manner of preventing obstructions on the national high¬ 
ways for their normal functioning; 
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(e) the manner of prohibiting the parking or waiting of any 
vehicle or carriage on the national highway except at places Specified 
by the Authority; 

(/) the manner of prohibiting or restricting access to any part of 
the national highway; 

(g) the manner of regulating or restricting advertisements on 
and around national highways; and 

(h) generally for the efficient and proper maintenance and 
management of the national highways. 

38. (I) If any difficulty arises in giving effect to the provisions of this 
Act, the Central Government may, by notification in the Official Gazette, 
make order not inconsistent with the provisions of this Act as may appear 
to it to be necessary or expedient for the removal of the difficulty: 

Provided that no such order shall be made after the expiration of two 
years from the commencement of this Act. 

(2) Every order made under this section shall be laid, as soon as may 
be after it is made, before each House of Parliament. 

37. Every rule and every regulation made under this Act shall be 
laid, as soon as may be after it is made, before each House of Parlia¬ 
ment, while It is in session, for a total period of thirty days which may 
be comprised in one session or in two or morp successive sessions, and 
if, before the expiry of the session immediately following the session or 
the successive sessions aforesaid, both Houses agree in making any 
modification in the rule or regulation or both Houses agree that the 
rule or regulation should not be made i the rule or regulation shall there¬ 
after have effect only in such modified form or be of no effect, as the 
case may be; so, however, that any such modification or annulment shall 
be without prejudice to the validity of anything previously done under 
that rule or regulation. 
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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 

The development and maintenance of national highways is fully 
financed by the Central Government as this function comes within entry 
23 of the Union List of the Seventh Schedule to the Constitution. Fur¬ 
ther, section 5 of the National Highways Act,' 1956 provides that the 
Central Government may direct that any function in relation to the 
development or maintenance of national highways shall also* be exer¬ 
cisable, among others, by any officer or authority subordinate to the 
Central Government. Under this provision, the function of execution of 
thj fiell activities including survey, investigations and preparation of 
projects on national highways have been delegated to the respective 
State Governments, the Central Government retaining the actlvites 
pertaining to planning, approval of design and estimates, monitoring, 
etc. This system is commonly known as the ‘Agency System’ since the 
State Governments are paid ‘Agency Charges’ incurred by them on 
works executed on the national highway system 

2. Though the ‘Agency System’ of execution of national highway 
works by the State Public Works Departments has been functioning 
for a period of about 40 years, difficulties have been experienced from 
time to time. 

3. Since the Central Government have no direct administrative 
control over the executive agency, there have been instances when the 
Central Government had to remain helpless in case a State Govern¬ 
ment overlooked the acts of omission or commission on the part of its 
staff engaged in the construction and maintenance of national high¬ 
ways- This has resulted in anomalous situations where the Central 
Government, being constitutionally responsible for the development 
and maintenance of national highways had to defend actions of State 
Governments in various forums, including Parliament. Similarly, the 
Centre generally has no role in fixation and operation of even major 
conti'acts, arbitration cases, payment of compensation to contractors, etc., 
over and above the original contract amounts and other items resulting 
in direct financial commitment of Central funds 

4. Under the circumstances, the only alternative is for the Centre to 
take over development and maintenance of the national highway sys¬ 
tem through the creation of an autonomous National Highways Autho¬ 
rity. It is proposed that this Authority should take over, in a phased 
manner the functions presently being performed by the State Public 
Works Departments. 

5. The main functions of the Authority would be t 0 develop and 
maintain national highways whose management and operation i s vested 
in the Central Government. 
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Some ol tiie salient leauires ox toe mil axe:— 

(a) the Authority, winch wiii be a functional body, will consist 
oi a c-nanman ana noi ixxoxe man live mix-time memoers to pe 
appointed Dy the Genual Lrovexxnnent. ine Central Government 
may aiso appoint not more uian roar part-time members; 

fb) the Central Government is being empowered to vest in, or 
entrust to, the Auinonty suen nauonai mgnways or any stretch 
tnereot, as are vested at piesent in that Government under section 
4 o± the National liignways Act, 1956; 

(c) any land required by the Authority for discharging its 
functions will oe cleemea to oe lana needeu tor a puoJuc purpose 
and sucn land may oe acquired lor tne Autnonty under tne provi¬ 
sions oi tne .Land Acquisition Act, io94 or any corresponding law 
ior tne time being m torce; 

(d) the Authority will have powers to enter into and perform 
any contract up to a certain value wmcn will be prescribed oy tne 
Central Government; 

(e) the Central Government will piovide funds to the Autho¬ 
rity ior the discharge of its functions; 

(f) the Authority will be responsible for the development, 
maintenance and management of the national highways which are 
vested in it by the Central Government; 

(flf) the Authority will construct offices, workshops and residential 
buildings for its employees and construct way-side amenities near 
the national highways vested m it; 

(h) the Authority will, on behalf of the Government, be em¬ 
powered to collect fees for services or benefits rendered by it under 
section 7 of the National Highways Act, 1956; 

(i) for the proper management of highways, the Authority will 
regulate and control the plying of vehicles on the highways vested 
in it; 

(j) with the approval of the Central Government, the Authority 
will raise funds through the floating of bonds, issue of debentures, 
etc. 

6. The Bill seeks to achieve the above objects.

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FINANCIAL MEMORANDUM 

Clause 3 of the Bill provides for the constitution of a National High¬ 
ways Authority ot India- Clause 4 provides for the term of office and 
other conditions of service of members of the Authority. Clause 9 
provides for appointment of offices, odvisers and consultants for assist¬ 
ing the Authority. Clause 12(1) (b) provides that the non-recurring 
expenditure incurred by or for the Central Government for or in con¬ 
nection with the purposes of any national highway or any stretch 
thereof vested in the Authority be treated as capital provided by the 
Central Government to the Authority. Clause 13 provides for compul¬ 
sory acquisition of land required by the Authority under the provision* 
of the Land Acquisition Act, 1894, or of any other corresponding law 
for the time being in force. Clause 18 provide? for the constitution of 
the National Highways Authority of India Fund, which will consist of 
any grant or aid received by the Authority, any loan taken by the 
Authority, or any borrowings made by it and any other sums received hy 
the Authority. Clause 23 of the Bill provides that the accounts of the 
Authority shall be maintained and audited in such manner as may be 
prescribed in consultation with the Comptroller and Auditor-General 
of India. 

2. At present, the task of development and maintenance of national 
highways is entrusted to the respective State Governments on an 
agency basis and matters relating to planning, approval of designs and 
estimates, allocation of funds, monitoring and other policy matters are 
the responsibility of the Ministry of Surface Transport in the Central 
Government It is proposed to take over in a phased manner, the func¬ 
tions which are being performed by the State Governments on behalf 
of the Central Government and entrust them to the National Highways 
Authority of Tndia The entire capital cost for the development of 
national highways as well as the cost of their maintenance will be borne 
bv the Central Government, as at nve^ent, During the year 1988-89, 
there is a budget provision of Rs 374 50 crores for the developmental 
works of national highways and Rs, 117-50 crores for the maintenance 
of these highways Some of the monevs presently allocated for the 
development maintenance etc of national highways will be trans¬ 
ferred to the Authority as and when the need arises. 

3. The State Governments who have been performing the task 
of dev te.dav management of national highways are being paid ‘Agency 
Charges’ at the rate of 9 oer cent, of the work costs bv the Central Gov¬ 
ernment from their plan resources. Entrusting of the functions to the 
National Highways Authontv will nnt thus result in anv additional 
recurring exnenditpre and it will be within the 'Agency Charges’ being 
paid to the State Governments. 
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4. Some budgetary support for capital expenditure towards office 

space, furniture, transport, etc., will have to be provided. 

5. Sub-clause (3) of clause 21 of the Bill provides for the guarantees 
by the Central Government on the repayment of the principal and the 
payment of interest in respect of the borrowings made by the Authority 
under sub-clause (1) of that clause. The ultimate liability arising out 
of such (guarantees, if any, cannot be estimated at this stage. 

6. The Bill, if enacted and brought into operation, will not involve 
any other recurring or non-recurring expenditure, 
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MEMORANDUM REGARDING DELEGATED LEGISLATION 

Clause 34 of tiie Bill empowers the Central Government to make 
rules j-oi carrying out the piovisiuns thereof. The various matte<rs in 
relation to which rules may be made have been detailed in sub-clause 
(2) of that clause. These mmteis, m.er uha, lelate to the term of office 
ana olhoi conditions of service of the members of the Authority 
including its Cnairman; the powers and duties of the Chairman and 
members of the Authority, the value or amount of the contracts which 
ihe .i uthority can enter into without the previous approval of the 
Central Government; the terms and conditions subject to which 
non-recurring expenditure incurred by or lor the Central Government 
for or in connection with the purpeses of any national highway shall 
be treated as capital provided by the Central Government to the Autho¬ 
rity; the form in which and the time within which the Authority may 
piepare its budget and annual report; the nanner in which the accounts 
of the Auhority shall be maintained and audited, etc- 

2. Clause 35 of the Bill empowers the Authority to make regulations, 
n ‘ inconsistent with the Act and the mles made thereunder, for carry 
in 3 out tho provisions thereof The various matters in relation to whic' 
the Authority may make regulations have been detailed in sub-clau 
(2) of that clause. These matters, 'liter Mia, relate to the times and plac 
of the meetings of the Authority and the procedure to be followed / 
the transaction of business at such meetings; the terms and cqnditi 

of service, the method of recruitment and the remuneration of offi 
and other employees appointed by the Authority; the form and mai 
in which contracts or classes of contracts are to bp sealed wit! 
common seal of the Authority; the manner of preventing obstru 1 * 
of the national highways; the manner of prohibiting the parkir 
waiting of any vehicle or carriage on national highways except at 68 
specified by the Authority; the manner of regulating or rest 11 ® 
advertisements on and around the highways, etc- 

3. Clause 36 of the Bill empowers the Central Government t ia ^ € ’ 
by notification in the Official Gazette, an order, not inconsistent ^ 
provisions of the Act, as may appear to it to be necessary or 

for the removal of the difficulty which may arise in giving eff» 
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provisions of the Act. It also provides that no such order shall be made 
alter the expiry of two years from the commencement of the Act. and 
tha>,‘every such order shall be laid before each House of Parliament. 

4. The matters in relation to which rules or regulations may be made 
arc uatlvrs of administrative detail and procedure and it is difficult Lo 
•provide lor the §arne in the Bill itself- The delegation of legislative 
power is therefore, of a normal character.
